When he came to America he was an 
eager but green novice as a naturalist. 
It was a fortunate series of circum- 
stances that led him on to his‘wonder- 
ful career. In his employment as a 
school teacher he was thrown into the 
companionship of the celebrated natu- 
ralist, Wm. Bartram, whose beautiful 
botanic garden was located on the west 
bank of the Schuylkill River in Penn- 
sylvania.

blaze away from these buildings, By 
the copious use of water, obtained from 
B. F. Holt’s pond, the barn and shed 
were saved, very little damage being 
done to them. 

The fire is supposed to have originated 
in the rear of the house from an over. 
heated chimney, Mrs. Nuckley having 
had « hot cooking fire the night prev ous, 
The heat and smoke -first aroused her, 
and by the time she hadigiven the alarm 
to the other. members. of the family, the 
whole rear part of the house was ina 
bright blaze, and the fire was rapidly eat- 
ing its way to the front. They had no 
time to save much except that which they 
could lay hold of on their way out. The 
house and contents were practically a 
total loss. 

Before the arrival of the fire apparatus 
members of the family and neighbors 
fought with pails and buckets to keep 
the fire from spreading to the shied and 
barn. The family was cared for at the 
house of Wm. Haggerty, Mr Nuckley’s. 
son-in-law. The firemen had the fire out 
and‘had returned to town about 5.30. 

The house and contents were both in- 
sured with the Fire Association of Phila- 
delphia, the former for $1800 and the lat- 
ter for $1000. Mr. Nuckley estimates his 
loss at nearly $5000. 


Undoubtedly before long a chapter will 
be formed in Andover, and it is hoped 
all lineal descendants of the revolutionary 
soldiers, whether they went from Ando- 
ver or not, will send--their names to the 
State Society, 10 State Street, Boston.

Poor Children’s .day, isa Chicago in- 
stitution. Although under the manage- 


has the honor of being appoihted each 
year by a special proclamation from the 
mayor of the city. Itis a great contrast 
to the Children’s day more senerally 
known about, for that comes on Sunday, 
is cvlebrated by mot‘ churches, and so 
reaches and delights all classes of chil- 
dren. Pvor Children’s day is a secular 
affair and takes place on a weekday, 
and everybody who believes that clean- 
liness is next ‘to godliness, and that to 

@ man you must first feed him and 
then preach to him, will approve of it. 

Poor Children’s day is simply a great 
outdoor festival, prepared for by wash- 
ing, barbering and clothing the chil- 
dren a day or so beforehand, 

The following account of the celebra 
tion held a year or 80 ago, given in The 
American Youth, is the story of what 
takes place annually: 

“A certain Tuesday in July was 
washday for the waifs. It comes an- 
nually, not once a week, and is an event 
toward which the ragamuffins look for 
months. The boys were dirty, filthy and 
vile. Some swore, many fought, and 
all, either for the novelty of the thing 
or sheer dirtiness, wanted to have a hand 
in the. bath, an arm in a new coat-or 
some hair off their head. Many of them 
looked asif they had missed entirely al! 
the previous baths given by the Waifs’ 

| mission, A tent had been pitched early 


d

in the day, and as early came the droves 
of ragamuffins who sleep with the spar- 
rows, stunted, dwarfed and decrepit lit- 
tle chaps, whose keen eyes glowed in 
anticipation of the treat in store for 
them. It was the motliest assemblage 
ever congregated under the blue dome 
of heaven, and they were as inquisitive 
and just as numerous as ants. They 
peeked in the flaps of the tent and look- 
ed at the 12 big tubs already filled with 
pure, sparkling water. Then they swarm- 
ed over everything. 

The active warfare against dirt did 
not commence until near noon, but all 
the morning there ‘was a string of boys 
anxious to havea hair aut. They bobbed 
in one door.of the tent, and in about 80 
seconds théy were shot out the other as 
bald as the day they were born. The 
three barbers shouted, ‘‘Next gent!’’ and 
the kids,.with a grin like a man who 
-had taken laughing gas, planked them- 
selves in wooden chairs, and the opera- 
tion commenced. It was not a fancy 
‘out. It was simply a serviceable one. A 
few slashes from the back of the neck 
to the eyebrows, and the negro, Bohe- 
mian or Arab came out sans hair. 

Then the real work commenced. Such 
dirty children! It did not seem possible 
that a human body would carry such ac- 
cumulations of dirt as the dropping of 
a few'rags exposed. Grime in concen- 
tric rings, like the growth of trees, en- 
veloped many of the applicants Clean 
apparel wis give: to those who got 
through the finishing up process, and 
they were turned —out—clothed and_in 
their right minds. 

The Thursday following this memo- 
rable washday was the time of the an- 
nual picnic, The organization of a cele- 
bration like Poor Children’s day entails 
much work and planning. 

There is nothing in ‘‘What’s-his 
name's Lightning Caloulator’’ or 
‘*Ray’s Third Part’’ that would shed 
any light upon the amount of food nec- 
‘essary to expand the vests of 10,000 
hungry youngsters, not one of whom 
had enjoyed a square meal since the 
time of the Mission Christmas feast, 
and one who has never witnessed the 
storing of a waif’s larder can never ar- 
rive at an exact idea of the herculean 
proportions of the task. Superintendent 
Daniels 6f the Waifs’ mission, when 
questioned “As to the quantity required, 
said that his many years’ experience of 
Poor Children’s days had taught him 
that it took all he could get, and he in- 
structed his coworkers to labor to that 
end. A few weeks before the picnic sev- 
eral ‘thousand strawboard boxes were 
manufactured and each box made to 
hold enough lunch for one half starved 
urchin, These boxés. were nested in 
sixes, incased in larger boxes and loud- 
ed on express wagons. Each wagon was 
equippéd with a driver and crew and 
allotted certain streets on which’ to 
work. A house to house canvass was 
made, and it. was seldom that a family 
refused to fill at least one nest of boxes. 

Now, hydrant water may do to wash 
down an ordinary lunch, but it takes 
lemonade, with lemons in it, and sugar, 
to mellow up the picnic cake and pie. 
This requires innumerable empty bar- 
rels, hundreds of tin.cups, small moun- 
tains of sugar and lemons, to say noth- 
ing of the ice to cool the decoction. 

It takes one person several days to 
vialt the ice cream establishments and 
see what they will do for the waifs. 
Thy generally respond liberally. Then 
there are the games and prizes to look 
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ment of the Chicago Waifs’ mission, it 
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after. Several days’ work is necessary 
along that line, »Suitable grounds mnst 
be secured and booths erected. Af.er 
the grounds are located’ the railroads 
have to be seen and the transportation 
arranged for. ae 2 

There must also be a place of meet- 
ing arranged fur down town, and there 
must be marshals for the parade, and the 
bands ‘oust not be forgotten. You 
couldn’t handle 6,000 or 10,000 street 
children with mt music, and it takes 
several largé bands to furnish enough. 
What would a parade be without flags 
and banners! If ‘the reader thinks that 
a waifs’ picnio can be sti “up out of 
nothing,~ without any exertion, that 
reader should join the forces next year. 
It takes work, and it takes money. But 
to go back to that great July day. 

The parade. came first, and after the 
parade there were races for big girls and 
races for little girls, races for big boys 
and races for little boys.. Over 100 prizes 
were distributed. Then came the ban- 
quet, boys and girls being served sepa- 
rately. The objective point for the crowd 
was a slit in the wall of a rude board 
shanty, barely wide enough for a child 
to squeeze through. 

A policeman stood on either side of 
the slit passing the boys through. Near 
by were a dozen other police gesticulat- 
ing and shouting in vain endeavor to 
induce the larger portion of the crowd 
to get in line. Finding they could do 
nothing in this way, they devoted their 
efforts to gathering up all the small and 
sickly looking youngsters they could see, 
picking them up bodily and planting 
them in the front ofthe line where they 
would have first chance at the lunch. 
Inside- the shanty was a mountain of 
pasteboard boxes, around which were 50 
women. It was quick work.. The chil- 
dren were hustled along so fast that be- 
fore they could grasp the situation they 
would emerge from-the other side of the 
shanty with a box of cold victuals and 
a dazed look. . 

The waifs ate until they were tired, 
They ate until they werein misery. Aft- 
er the feast they lined up for the lemon- 
ade, which was issued in the same way 
as the lunches, Each child was given a 
huge tincapful of the nicest lemonade 
made out of sure enough lemons and 
real water. That ended the feast. 

Then came more fun. But as all days 
have an,end Poor Children’s day was no 
exception, and after 5 o’clock the chil 
dren were back in their old haunts 
again. 


A Dream of Poor Children,

A Gay Procession. 

By. genoral usage and from its annual 
occurrence over so many years Anni- 
versary day has grown to be a peculiar 
and a distinctive ceremony in Brooklyn. 
No other city in the length and breadth 
of the Union has anything like it. It 
commemorates the founding of the 
Brooklyn Sunday School union, which 
binds together all the evangelical 
churches of the town. What it has ac- 
complished, save in’ the way of frater- 
nalism and this annual showing, is not 
great, but Children’s day alone is suf- 
ficient to mark it as a success.

Streamers ending in tassels hang from 
these gay flags, and-they are held by 
tiny girls. The color of the parade is in 
cheeks, banners, sashes and ribbons.

It vis a day of white—swiss, 
muslin and dimity, Hats are white too. 
If the-May day is ideal in weather, the 
classes of girls march along, hardly 
broken by pinks, blues or yellow.’ Be- 
hind them the coming masculine genera- 
tion look somber. But the girls are al- 
ways in the great majority. Each class’ 
teacher is at the side of her line, like a
